Mullen admits to one CIA contract that dovetails with ^iint's u uban past* They admit 
to ono recent government contract, with an explanation of Bunt's role that doesn t make 
sense* My requests of Clawson are for tho days of Bunt's employment at the White Bouse 
after March 29 and for all "ullen's government contracts* Under the law, if hu is not tho 
right person to whom to address the questions, lie is required to forward them* 

I agree with your focus on Bunt as other reporters have not* I boliove ht. was the man 
in immediate charge not only from his past but from something tliat goes back to my own 
experience in intelligence* All the aliases were selected so that he could remember them* 
The boss has that need* 

I have other Cuban files tliat may or may not relevant, should tliey interest you* I 
am generally liome but will be away this coming weeks* Until then, for brief periods only*
